1. This communication is in response to applicant's 05/27/2004 amendment in the 
application of Zellner et al. for the "System and Method for dynamic allocation of capacity on 
wireless networks 11 filed 04/28/2000. This application is a continuation in part of Application 
No. 08/903,534 filed on July 30, 1997 is now US Patent 6,069,882. The amendment and 
response have been entered and made of record. Claims 14, 19-20, 23, 31 have been canceled 
per applicant's request, and claims 1, 15, 26 and 36 have been amended to better point out and 
more distinctly claim subject matter comprising the invention. 

2. Claims 1-13, 47, 15-18, 21, 22, 24-30 and 32-46 are allowable as evident by applicant's 
amendment (Claims are renumbered as 1-42 respectively). 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant 
application is deemed to be directed to a no obvious improvement over the prior art of record. 
The improvement comprises the feature wherein the communications manager requests 
transmission of a discontinued transaction after receiving a signal from the wireless network that 
there is capacity for a transaction having a lower or same priority as the discontinued transaction, 
as specifically recited in claim; the steps of receiving an authorization message to transmit 
transaction data/email communication data over the wireless network, and transmitting 
transaction data/email communication data from the data buffer corresponding to the authorized 
transaction until the wireless communications device either completes the transmission of the 
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transaction or receives a notification from the wireless network to discontinue transmission; and 
wherein transmitting data packets at the predetermined rate between the wireless 
communications device and a voice communications server on the access link, and transmitting 
data packets from other wireless communications transactions on the access link during periods 
of time when there are gaps in the transmission of the communication, and suspending 
transmission of the data packets when a request is received for a wireless communication 
transaction that is at a higher priority level than the voice communication being transmitted.
